I next saw .Or""1'011 May 
18> 1863' 


and this time at the battle ot "Cham- 
pion HillH," in the rear of Vickuburg. 
We had crossed the Mississippi at 
Grand Gulf and swung off cast and 
north; had fought the battles of!'ort 
Oibson, Raymond and Jackson, and wore 
overtaking F'emberton's army hastening 
to the wills of Vicksburg. It was a 
very hot day, and we had marched hard, AU 
slept little, and rested none. 
Among 


the magnolias on Champion Hills we 
enemy, forty to fifty thousand strong, 
tamed upon us. Sherman's corps was 
already engaged far on the right as we 
approached tho field in that overpower- 
ing Mississippi sun. 
Our brigade was 


soon in line, on the edge of the meadow, 
or open field sloping towards tho woods, 
where the enemy wore ooucealed and 
steadily firing on us. 
We were in the 


most trying position of soldiers, for reg- 
ulars even—-being firod on without per- 
mission to return shots. 
We were 


standing two files deep, bearing as pa- 
tiently a» we could, not a heavy, but a 
steady fire from iufimtry, while an occa 
siomil cannon-ball tore up the turf in 
front or behind us. A good many men 
wero lidlini?, and the wounded were be- 
ing boruo to the rear of tho brigade, 
clo«e to an old well, whose wooden curb 
seemed to offer the only proteotionfrom 
bullets on the exposed line.
